Interesting Letter fioin Clias. 
E. Reidenonr. 


A PETTIS COUNTY BOY. 


He's With the Teutli Infantry Wagon 
Train and Is Seeing Genuine 
Warfare. 


C. E. Reidenour, a Pettis county 
boy, writes as follows to his parents 
here : 
C^UARANTINK 
STATION, 
Fla., 
June 13, 189S.— Dear Parents: 
1 
will try to write you a letter again, 
for I know I will not 
be inter­ 
rupted this time, because we are 
out in the bay at Qiiarantine sta­ 
tion, thirty miles from Port T am ­ 
pa, where we anchored, 
waiting 
for the rest of the ships to leave 
the harbor. 
W e were the first to 
leave the harbor for the station. 
I 
think by another hour 1 will be 
heaving 
my 
insides out 
in 
the 
water. 
W e made one start for Cuba, but 
only 
got to 
where we now are 
and 
had to 
return to 
Tampa 
and 
unload 
again. 
1 
cannot 
tell the reason we did so, but some 
say that there were several Spanish 
gunboats w^aiting for us. 
The transport Florida was struck 
in the side by a big boat called the 
Miami and damaged so bad that 
her repairs could not be done here. 
She was loaded with all the head­ 
quarters’ 
supplies 
and 
stock 
and they all 
had 
to 
be 
trans­ 
ferred to another boat, which took 
several days to come from Mobile. 
Last night everything was ready, 
so about 2 o’clock this morning we 
got orders to load up again. It is a 
great 
wonder that 
the

didn’t go down, because she was
